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.  lor,  fcrutatus,  dicit :  “  The  ferum  of  the  blood 
was  of  its  natural  colour  ;  it  contained  in  it  a 
portioii  of  the  lymph,  which  coagulated  by 
agitation  and  expofure  to  the  air.  The  tafte 
of  it,  as  ufiial,  was  faintly  faline.  When  eva- 
poraied,  it  formed  a  mafs  of  a  gelatinous  con- 
lidence,  in  which  the  faline  tafte  was  flrong, 
'without  the  fiiiallejl  mixture  of  fweetnefs,  The 
crairamentum  was  partially  covered  with  a 
jlightly  coherent  gelatinous  coat.  The  rcd 
'particles  fcarcely  cohered  together 

Rollo,  experimentis  dc  hac  re  non  ita  pri¬ 
dem  fa(^is,  fcribit  :  “  Two  portions  of  blood, 
of  about  four  ounces  each,.  were  taken  from 
ihe  fame  vein,  and  at  the  fame  time  :  on 
ftanding  in  the  infide  of  a  window  fronting 
the  north,(thethermometer  of  FAHRENHJiiT  in 
the  air  being  fifty-five),  the  appearances  re-* 
fembled  exadlly  thofe  defcribed  by  Dobson, 
except  that  the  ferum  did  not  impart  a  fen-

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libly  fweet  talle  ;  to  me  it  tafted  as  whey, 
with  a  greater  tlian  ..necelTary  proportion  of 
rennet.  The  craffamentum  of  the  firft  cup 
•;had  a  llight  buff,  rather  lefs  ferum  than  natu- 
-ral,  and  which  v/as  opaquely  whitifh :  the  » 
craiTamentum  of  the  fecond  cup  had  more  of 
the  bufty  coat.  The  buify  coat  of  both  cups 
was  of  a  bluifh  colour,  limilar  to  what  mercur 
ry  fometimes  produces. 


On  the  fame  day,  a  portion  of  liealthy 
blood  was  taken,  and  placed  under  the  fame 
circumftances  of  temperature,  and  in  the 
fame  room  with  one  of  the  portions  of  diabe- 
tic  blood.  In  two  days  the  diabetic  blood  af- 
fumed  a  cafeous  appearance  on  the  furface, 
which  difappeared  with  the  evaporation  of  the 
ferum,  and  the  whole  mafs  became  dry  and 
refinous  in  appearance,  without  having  under- 
gone,  (unlefs  the  throwing  out  a  flight  animal 
fmell  for  two  or^three  days,  with  a  mould  on 
the  furface  of  the  craffamentum,  be  fuppofed

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niarks  of  it),  any  apparent  putrefadlive  pro- 
cefs  ;  and  in  lixteen  days  from  the  operation

healthy  blood  exhibited  evident  marks  of  great 
putrcfa<5lion  in  four  days,  and  was  obliged  to

Home,  ^gri  diabete  inveterato 
mortui  cadaver  fcrutatus,  fcribit  :  “  On  exa- 
mining  the  kidneys,  the  left  was  larger  than 
natural,  and  its  fubflance  fofter.  There  was 
no  uncommon  appearance  in  the  right  kid- 
ney,  except  a  greater  degree  of  foftnefs.  The 
fubflance  of  both  kidneys  had  a  four  odour.

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The  ureters  were  of  a  natural  llze.  The  coats 
of  thc  bladder  were  llronger  than  common,  Stc. 
AU  the  glands  of  the  mefentery  and  mefoco- 
Ion  were  enlarged,  of  a  pale  colour,  and  tirm 
confiftence,  The  vafcular  fyftem  of  the  me¬ 
fentery  was  rather  large.  The  liver  was  natu¬ 
ral,  and  had  forne  firm  adhefions  to  the  colon. 
The  large ‘inteftines  were  much  loaded  vvith 
hardened  faeces.  The  reft  of  the  abdominal 
and  thorucic  vifcera  was  natural

ecl  into  the  nature  of  our  body.  I  have  long 
Idoked  on  the  excefs  or  defedl  of  this  procefs, 

as  the  fource  of  many  diforders.  All  putrid

difeafes,  the  fcurvy,  &c.  feem  to  be  owing  to 
its  excefs  ;  acidity  of  the  flomach,  8tc.  to  its 
defedl.  Araong  the  latter,  the  diabetes  may 
be  arranged.  For,  ijl,  The  remote  caufes 
Ifiew  it.  ■  It  arifes  from  what  debilitates  the 
body,  as  moifture,  preceding  difeafes,  great 
evacuations,  &c.,  by  which  it  becomes  inca- 
pable  to^affimllate  the  food.  The  white
